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Decisions  Made  in  Football  Policy, 
BYU  Presidency  Member  Says

“CERTAIN  IMPORTANT  de- 
cisions t which  should  do  some- 
thing to  change  the  football  sit- 
uation have  been  made,  and  will 
be  announced  in  the  future,”  it 
was  revealed  Wednesday  by 
Dr.  Harvey  L.  Taylor,  executive 
assistant  to  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson. 

President  Taylor  could  hot 
say  "when  the  policy  changes 
will  be  made  public,  although 
he  did  say  that  he  had  had  a 
telephone  conversation  with 
President  Wilkinson,  who  is  pre- 
sently in  Washington,  D.  C.,  at- 
tending the  White  House  Con- 
ference on  Education. 

YESTERDAY’S  STATEMENT 
by  President  Taylor  was’  the  first 
official  indication  from  the  ad- 
ministration that  anything  will 
be  done  to  change  the  football 
situation  here. 

The  "situation”  is  this:  BYU 
has  not  had  a football  team  that

finished  higher  than  the  confer- 
ence cellar  for  three  straight 
years.  Student  morale,  how- 
ever, had  not  been  apparently 
affected  by  the  team’s  losses  un- 
til this  season’s  BYU-Idaho 
game,  which  BYU  lost  49-6. 

AFTER  THAT  GAME  the  stu- 
dentbody  policy-making  organ, 
the  Legislative  Council,  unani- 
mously passed  a resolution  which 
urged  the  university  administra- 
tion to  take  some  action  to  pro- 
vide a football  team  “which 
would  reflect  the  stature  of  this 
great  university.” 

Legislative  council  also  re- 
quested a statement  from  the  ad- 
ministration assuring  the  stu- 
dentbody  that  some  action  would 
be  taken.  News  of  the  resolu- 
tion was  sent  to  newspapers 
throughout  the  nation  by  the 
wire  services. 

PRESIDENT  TAYLOR  said 
that  the  administration  is  “thor- 


oughly familiar  with  the  prob- 
lems,” and  that  many  meetings 
have  been  held  with  coaches,  the 
athletic  department  and  other 
persons  to  discuss  the  matter. 

Legislative  Council  was  sche- 
duled to  meet  Wednesday  night, 
but  there  was  no  indication  that 
further  discussion  of  the  football 
system  would  be  made.  The  mat- 
ter was  not  included  on  the 
agenda,  but  with  consent  of  the 
group  the  matter  could  have 
been  discussed.
